TO BUY; YOUR COAL 


The prairies of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba’ have always been 
dependent upom the coal supplied by 
Alberta mines, both in the, southern 
and northern parts of the provinces. 
In many. ,points a shortage of cars, 
or a tie-up on. the.raibway fora, few 
days.only, has resulted in a greater 
or lesser degree of hardship to coal 
consumers: owing to most household- 
ers just. buying ¢nonugh to stoch up 
for their immediate demands, : 

There is.no. doubt that difficulties 
are experienced in the case of farm- 
mers at any rate, in finding suitable 
storage bins to put in any quantity of 
coal at once. .But this year ways and 
means must be provided if suffering 
during cold weather is to be avoided. 

' No farmers would allow -wheat to 
lay out in the field because his gran- 
ary happened: to be full. Likewise, 
the placing of your winter’s supply 
of coal should be viewed in the same 
light. If you haven’t the room, .the 
only thing to do i¥'to build a shed 
big enough to put in all the coal you 
will need forthe; balance of the year. 

This year western (Canada, with its 
increased ‘acreage, and, present exeel- 

_wlent: ppogpects of a bumper crop, the 

“raiwlays will. require © practically. all 
available freight cars on the western 
lines to mové to crop: The car short- 
age this year will probably be more 
acute than in any previous season. 

The government officials are doing 
their utmost to get people to place 
their orders now so that the bulk of 

the year’s supply of coal can be de- 
livered before the time to move the 
crop comes. In order to cooperate 
with the fuel administrator, every 
citizen shoud do his utmost in placing 
in. storage all the coal that he can 
handle. If the fuel administrator is 
able to have tle cca! distribution car- 
ried out to such an extent that by 
fall he’ could call every car from the 
mines and turn them over to the 
grain growers for the moving of the 
crop, he would be accomplishing a 
great work in the hebping of the Al- 
fies in increasing their food supply, 
anc relieving the food shortage that 
exists in all allied nations. today.

Natural Brooding 

Brooding with the hen need not 
be troublesome if a limited number 
of chicks are required, and proper 
appliances.are provided. When large 
quantities are to be raised, however, 
artificial means must be employed. 

In taking the hens off the nests the 
aim is to give about 25 chicks to each 
hen. If more than one hen comes 
off at a time and there is-a laying 
colony house available, four hens and 
100 chicks can be put in one of these 
houses. A little opening is left for 
the chicks to run out when large 
enough and there is ample room for 
them to scratch on therfloor on ‘wet 
days. If the hens are all: put in the 
house at the same. time, there does 
not appear to be any serious trouble 
from fighting.

FOR EXHIBITION 


At the Edinonton Exhibition which 
will be held July 8'to 13th, the direc- 
tors will demonstrate their policy of 
paying a great deal of attention to the 
children. , Special classes. have been 
provided for boys and girls between 
nine and’ seventeen years of age, in 
pig-raising, colt-raising, butter mak- 
ing and other contests. Not only have 
the bigger children, been. provided 
for but the exhibition association have 
planned: that the mothers shall ,also 
ibition -and—have: 
ed to again.conduct a. “baby. check 
room.” Sand piles, swings, etc., have 
been fenced off, where the bigger 
babies may -haye a good time and 
nurses will be on hand to take care 
of smaller tots. This accommodation 
is located near the emergency hospi- 
tal, just outside the main entrance to 
the grounds. 


A baby welfare campaign is also 
being inaugurated under the control 
of the Provincial government, where 
babies wilf be é€xamined by compe- 
tent nurses and doctors, and advice 
given to mothers. 

Owing to the fact that the Military 
still hold part of the Edmonton ex- 
hibition buildings: the exhibition of- 
ficials have found it difficult to make 
adequate Provision for all the live 
stock. They have, however, obtained 
the necessary accommodation and, 
judging from present prospects, .this 
year’s exhibition will see a new stan- 
dard st, both in point of numbers, 
and in the excellence of the exhibits.
